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Moderator Jack Eklund called the meeting to order at 7:01 
pm. After a Salute to the Flag and a moment of silence for 
departed Town Meeting members. Town Clerk Barbara 
Sullivan read the return of service for the warrant and Mr. 
Eklund introduced the various town officials present on 
the stage. 

Town Administrator Michael Botelho then made a 
brief presentation to Town Meeting voters on the financial 
outlook for the current fiscal year and the available funds 
going into this Special Town Meeting. 

'Tf you recall back in the fall, we had not finished 
all the salary work we were doing,'' Mr. Botelho said. "We 
were still bargaining with the Police Department ... now 
we're ready to fulfill that contract. We have $1.88 million 
in Free Cash that was certified for use in FY 2004 ... (which 
is) now available for any reasonable or legal purpose and 
that's what we're recommending to you tonight." 

Under ARTICLE 1, voters were asked to allocate 
$85,500 from Free Cash to cover the newly-negotiated 
Police Department contract. 

"We began the bargaining process with the Police 
Brotherhood almost a year ago," Mr. Botelho said. "This 
contract places your Police Department roughly in the 
mid-range to the towns on either side of us." 

The Finance Committee (FinCom) recommended 
approval of this article. 

But resident John Atkinson questioned why 
contractual salary obligations were being approved via a 
Special Town Meeting and not placed on the Annual

"Why is it that every time the Police Department 
requests rate increases it always happens at a Special 
Town Meeting and never the Annual Town Meeting?" Mr. 
Atkinson asked. 'Ts that because the perpetrators ... are 
afraid they're going to be shot down at the Annual Town 
Meeting?" 

Mr. Atkinson then motioned to table the article 
until the Annual Town Meeting in May. 

"When we look at the issue of accountability, we 
wanted to realize there is a value in experience and the 
amount of time they spend doing jobs for the town," Mr. 
Botelho said in defense of the article. "The Board of 
Selectmen looked at all these jobs ... and wanted to see if 
Mattapoisett, as an employer, was paying comparable 
salaries. You also have the benefit of a Police Department 
here that provides an ambulance service and Advanced 
Life Support (ALS). The reason we are dealing with this 
tonight is once we reached an agreement we wanted to 
bring it before Town Meeting (as soon as possible)." 

Mr. Atkinson's motion to table the article did not 
receive a second and failed. 

Another voter asked if the Police Department 
budget would be increased at the Annual Town Meeting 
in May. 

"In each of the next three years' budgets, there is 
a (recommended) three percent increase in the base 
salaries," Mr. Botelho said. 

With that. Article 1 passed 164 to 1. 

Under ARTICLE 2, voters were asked to allocate 
a total $24,900 for Supplemental Budgets under FY 2004 
including: Board of Selectmen's Advertising budget 
($2,000); the Police Chief's salary ($3,000); the Police 
Lieutenant's salary ($3,000); Unemployment Compensa- 
tion ($10,000); and Medicare ($3,000). 

Article 2 carried unanimously.

Resident Brad Hathaway then questioned the 
status of the ongoing gasoline spill at the Mattapoisett 
Police Station. "A couple of weeks ago I was very con- 
cerned to read (in the newspaper) about problems with a 
gasoline leak at the Police Department/' he said. "What 
Fd like to know is: was the story correct and how are we 
going to handle this? We are spending taxpayers' money 
and if we are being called to spend more money, we have 
a right to know where the money is going.'' 

"The town is now under an administrative 
consent order to finish the cleanup (at the police station) 
that has been going on for a number of years," Mr. 
Botelho said. "There are a number of monitoring wells 
around the police station, most of which show no evi- 
dence of contaminants, some of which do. There is still 
cleanup to do ... but we are in the last stage." 

Under ARTICLE 3, voters were asked allocate 
$5,000 from Free Cash to cover Mattapoisett's share of 
disposal costs in the regional Hazardous Waste Collection 
Day to be held on May 7, 2005. 

"If Mattapoisett were to do this on their own, it

would probably cost us $10,000 or $12,000/' said Board of 
Health Agent Dale Barrows. 

Article 3 passed unanimously. 

Under ARTICLE 4, voters were asked to allocate 
$8,567.05 from Free Cash to buy back unused sick time 
accumulated by a former employee who worked in the 
Board of Assessors' office. 

Resident Daniel Lewis questioned how many 
days this amounts to and whether or not this would set a 
bad precedent for allowing employees to buy back 
unused sick time. "Why don't you just tack it onto their 
retirement?" he asked. 

"Private industry does not treat sick days this 
way," added Brad Hathaway. "I think we're allowing too 
many sick days because what's happening is they're not 
being used and we're paying for them in the end. The 
taxpayers are being burdened right now and you know it. 
To me, this is wrong. Let us have a say as to whether we 
want to continue (this practice) or not." 

Despite these arguments. Article 4 carried via 
majority vote, 100 to 65. 

Under ARTICLE 5, voters were asked to transfer 
$9,950 from Free Cash to cover engineering and architec- 
tural design costs for the proposed Fire Station Building 
Project. The proposed project would be located off Route 
6, adjacent to the existing Mattapoisett Police Station, and 
would likely include some space to house the 
Mattapoisett Council on Aging (CO A). 

This allocation, if approved, would allow the Fire 
Station Building Committee to contract an engineering 
firm to draw up initial plans for the project and they 
expect to request additional money at both the Annual 
Town Meeting in May and a possible Special Town 
Meeting in the fall, with the ultimate goal of breaking 
ground on the project in December 2005. 

"It seems that Mattapoisett seniors are like foster

kids — we get dumped from one building to another/' 
said resident Blanche Perry. "I think we need to look at 
how our neighboring towns treat seniors.'' 

With that. Article 5 passed via unanimous vote. 

Under ARTICLE 12, voters were asked to appro- 
priate $176,202 to fund additional school transportation 
costs. 

"During this past year, the school department had 
to go out to bid twice on the transportation contract," Mr. 
Botelho explained, noting the ORR School District had 
previously returned unused funds back to the town. "But 
now it's after the time when the tax rate has been set and 
we can't access the money that's already been refunded to 
the town. We're going to take Free Cash now and pay it 
and then the amount that was refunded by the School 
Department will go back into Free Cash." 

The FinCom recommended approval of Article 12 
and it passed via majority vote. 

Town Meeting voters also approved: 

• $1,000 transfer to supplement the Town Clerk's 
Election Budget (ARTICLE 6); 

• $40,000 transfer into the Reserve Fund (AR-

discuss plans for the Memorial Day Parade which will 
essentially remain the same as they have for the many 
years while the late Jack DeCosta was in charge of the 
ceremonies. They also wanted to be assured that the usual 
budgeted item of $600 was still available for the expenses 
relating to the observance. The Selectmen agreed that it 
was, and the American Legion will present a budget and 
receipts for the actual amount spent. 

At 7:15 pm, the board and Town Counsel met 
with the owner and bartender of the Cathay Temple for a 
Liquor License Hearing concerning two alleged viola- 
tions. Mattapoisett Police Sergeant Robert Boivin testified 
about an incident on Sunday, February 20, when he 
observed cars and patrons in the establishment at 1:40 am 
in violation of the 1:00 am closing time. Upon entering the 
Cathay Temple he observed that although no liquor was 
being served, there was inappropriate behavior on the 
part of some patrons. 

Building Inspector Andrew Bobola also observed 
on March 2 that people were using two rooms in the 
building as residences, and the kitchen was in disarray 
and not cleaned, which is a clear violation of regulations 
for a restaurant.

patrons to leave at closing time, but they ignored his 
requests.

• Received a letter from Jennifer F. Fames, DC, of 
Marion Family Chiropractic, supporting the continuation 
of public access cable services for the Town of Marion. 
"Community television — and having a studio where 
shows can be taped — is a valuable asset to our town,'' 
Ms. Fames wrote. 'T hope that the tri-town area is able to 
continue to support something that offers these opportu- 
nities for people in our community." 

To that end, longtime public access volunteer and 
cable TV supporter Funice Manduca, who was present

"We're getting nowhere with the cable TV studio 
at ORR," Ms. Manduca said, adding that she and Debbie 
Stinson, the director of Comcast's soon-to-be-closed 
Marion studio, went to ORR to paint the vacant TV 
studio. "Marion has been doing so much ... to get impor- 
tant information out to the public. Mattapoisett just 
doesn't care if they close (our studio) down for three to six 
months because they can still broadcast their Selectmen's 
meetings. This will be the last taped Marion Selectmen's 
meeting until (the Tri-Town Public Access Corporation) is 
set up." 

Ms. Manduca referred to the last Tri-Town 
Selectmen's meeting during which Mattapoisett Select-

man Raymond Andrews balked at paying an estimated 
$4,300 to relocate and reconnect the equipment from 
Marion's Comcast studio to the new ORR TV studio, and 
was quoted as saying: "We have one shot with this money 
and to go through this $4,300 expense — we don't need to 
have a studio set up in this building right now ... all we 
need is for Marion to put a tape in a machine and broad- 
cast over Channel 9." 

Ms. Manduca then presented a personal check to 
the Board of Selectmen for $1,000 in the hopes that the 
town could come up with the other $400 to cover 
Marion's share of the $4,300 expense to relocate the studio 
from Marion to ORR.

developer first meets and finds information about the 
town regulations, zoning, permit processing, and the like. 
He is the administrator of the planning office and consult- 
ant to the Planning Board, as well as appropriate commit- 
tees and subcommittees. Although he works extra hours, 
Mr. Kunz would not like to commit to 40 hours at this 
time. 

FinCom member Shirley Bourque asked for 
information concerning the hours worked and the job 
description and both were clarified during the discussion. 

Mr. Johnson then gave a detailed presentation of 
some of the many problems facing the town and its 
growth.

Hostage, Starring Bruce Willis and Kevin Pollak. 
Directed by Florent Siri. Running time: 113 min- 
utes. MPAA rating: R. 

Bruce Willis does movies like Hostage to keep his game sharp, but 
he used to be sharper. The obvious parallel is to Die Hard, Willis' entry 
into big-stakes cinema almost twenty years ago (can it really be?). 
There, he carried some of his brash Moonlighting persona into what 
could Ve been a standard-issue action hero, and he was surrounded 
by fine, vivid actors, not least Alan Rickman in a brilliant sneering- 
Eurotrash performance no one has quite matched since. Hostage is 
sorely lacking in divertissements and wit and all-around fun; it's what 
you might call a tense, taut thriller, and it raises the ante by endanger- 
ing children — which, for those of us who know the unwritten 
Hollywood rule that kids must be unscathed, doesn't exactly keep us 
on the edge of our seats. 

Hostage is reasonably competent and breathlessly paced; the 
director, Florent Siri (who has filmed the "cut scenes" in various Tom 
Clancy video games), keeps things cracking. But the story, taken from 
a novel by Robert Crais, is by-the-numbers Hollywood crisis manage- 
ment. Willis is Jeff Talley, a former L.A. hostage negotiator who fails 
to rescue a child — which seems to violate the unwritten rule, but it's 
really just a Past Trauma that explains why Jeff shaves his beard and 
skull and demotes himself to a desk cop in a smaller county. 

Wouldn't you know, though, that Jeff gets pulled into another 
hostage situation? Three amoral teenagers, led by a sociopathic Ben 
Foster (from Six Feet Under), invade the house of a rich accountant 
(Kevin Pollak) in search of money. What they don't know is that 
Pollak possesses a DVD containing data that shadowy men will kill to 
get — and these same men kidnap Jeff's wife and daughter to force 
him to capture the disc and bring it to them. The disc is disguised as 
a DVD ot the 1943 Gene Tierney movie Heaven Can Wait, leading to a 
mildly amusing movie-geek moment when a character has to choose 
between that and the 1978 Warren Beatty movie of the same name. 

So Jeff has three kids to worry about — his own (played by Willis' 
daughter Rumer), and Pollak's two kids, a semi-goth chick and a 
resourceful little boy who seems to have the run of the whole house 
via secret passageways. (They were left there, I assume, by a good- 
hearted set designer.) Yes, the movie is Die Hard meets Panic Room, 
though with none of the sleek fun of the former or the claustrophobic 




dread of the latter. The teenagers hold shaky command of the house, 
undermined by their own nervousness, except for ice-blooded Ben 
Foster, who turns up in security-camera footage from the scene of an 
earlier crime, shooting a convenience-store clerk and pausing to 
watch him die. (If he's identifiable from the videotape, why wasn't he 
caught?) 

Jeff has to do some fancy footwork, flouting the local authorities 
to negotiate with the other two scared criminals; at one point he 
arranges an elaborate ruse to get them out of the house so that Pollak's 
little boy can sneak around and nab the DVD, but why doesn't he just 
ask the teenagers for it (instead of going through the pretense of 
demanding their stolen money in exchange for a getaway helicopter)? 
And who exactly are the shadowy men who want the data? If Hostage 
stays with you at all, it's because it inspires many parking-lot ques- 
tions. You know the type; you're walking to the car with your friends 
and you keep saying "Yeah, but..." 

Be that as it may. Hostage is acceptable for what it is — a no-frills 
vehicle for Bruce Willis, playing a man who may be too sensitive to be 
a cop. (He cries several times, though a gelatin tear sticks to his eyelid 
at one point and doesn't fall, and then in other shots it vanishes, and 
then it's there again. It's a goofy continuity error to let slip nowadays, 
when the filmmakers can easily wipe it in the computer.) Willis has 
gathered some gravitas over the years, to the point where his antics in 
something like The Whole Nine Yards seem like a surprising change of 
pace. He's going to get hard-boiled yet again in Sin City, coming in 
April. But I miss the old Bruno, the guy who crawled through air vents 
in Die Hard (much like the little boy does in this film) and said "Now 
I know what a TV dinner feels like." Remember that? Yeah, you do. 
Will you remember anything Willis says in Hostage eighteen years 
from now? No, you won't.

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Luck o' the Irish

Fve always been a little bit envious of the Irish if 
only for the fact that they've somehow managed to 
turn a modest celebration of their culture into a 
bonafide holiday here in America. When you really 
stop and think about it, there's virtually no other eth- 
nic group which can lay claim to a specific and 
widely-recognized "holiday/' 

Christmas — despite becoming overly-commer- 
cialized and secularized — was originally a religious 
holiday; Halloween spilled over from Celtic mythol- 
ogy; the Fourth of July and Thanksgiving are largely 
American concoctions; and we all know that 
Valentine's Day and Mother's Day were created by 
the drones at Hallmark to give us at least two more 
reasons to buy overpriced greeting cards. 

But there's nothing even remotely comparable to 
Saint Patrick's Day among the Italians, Spanish, Por- 
tuguese, French, Japanese, Chinese ... or any other 
heritage which makes up our great American melt- 
ing pot. To be sure, every ethnic group has their own 
claim to fame, be it culinary delights or even the oc- 
casional commemoration of an historic event. I sup- 
pose Columbus Day would qualify as a quasi-Italian 
holiday, although the bulk of Christopher's crew was, 
in fact, Spanish and Portuguese. 

But just the mention of Saint Patrick's Day im- 
mediately conjures images of smiling leprechauns, 
shamrocks, flowing pints of green beer, and "Kiss Me 
I'm Irish!" stickers. 

Think about it: it is the quintessential Irish holi- 
day and yet it really has no historic significance other 
than it commemorates the death of its patron name- 
sake on March 17 in the year 461. 

Even the legends and folklore surrounding Saint 
Patrick seem to be more fiction than fact. His oft-cited 
claim-to-fame of "driving the snakes out of Ireland" 
seems doubtful since no snakes were ever native to 
Ireland. But like many religious parables, this is be- 
lieved be a metaphor for his conversion of the Pa- 
gans to Christianity. 

The three-leaf clover or shamrock at least has 




some religious rel- 
evance. It is said that 
Saint Patrick used it 
in his sermons to ex- 
plain how the Holy 
Trinity — the Father, 
Son and Holy Spirit 
— could be separate 
parts of the same entity. This led to his followers wear- 
ing the green shamrock on his feast day: March 17. 

Not surprisingly. Saint Patrick's Day was first 
celebrated here in America in nearby Boston in 1737 
and I suspect the annual parades and pub parties 
haven't stopped since. And when even more Irish im- 
migrated to the United States in the mid-1 800s, the 
holiday only increased in popularity. 

They say everyone's Irish on Saint Patrick's Day, 
and I guess that's certainly true here in New England 
where if you're not by birth, you probably know 
someone who is or, if you're really lucky like me, 
you've married into a wonderful Irish family. 

Oddly enough. Saint Patrick's Day isn't really a 
significant holiday to my wife nor is it to many Irish 
people in general. 

Which begs the question: why is Saint Patrick's 
Day so popular in the first place and why will local 
pubs today be filled with people hoisting pints of 
green beer in celebration of a guy who may or may 
not have driven a bunch of snakes out of Ireland 
nearly 1600 years ago? 

Coming close to the official start of spring — at 
least according to the calendar — I like to think Saint 
Patrick's Day is a way of relieving some of the pent- 
up stress and cabin fever we've all been experienc- 
ing during the doldrums of winter. And with this 
never-ending Winter of 2005 about to fade forever 
into oblivion, we all could do with a little celebrat- 
ing, don't you think? 

So raise those glasses, say I, to a variation of an 
old Irish toast: May the Winter of 2005 follow you the 
rest of your life ... hut never catch up!
